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FOREWORD 


This is the first written record, so far as know, of the descendants of 
George G. McKoy of North Carolina. It is based upon information given by 
George Cathey McCoy, Robert Adam McCoy, Henry Bruce McCoy, and Grace McCoy 
Johnson, all now deceased; U. S. Census records, and county court house 
records of certain counties of Tennessee and Georgia. No record has been 
found written by any member of the family of George G. McKoy. There are, 
however, a few letters in the possession of J. T, McCoy written by Isaac 
McKoy of Arkansas and Bruce iicKoy of tissouri. 


This paper contains all that is presently known of the first four 
generations, but is far from complete. Information is added from time 
to time as it comes ing This is a revision of the first few pages as 
originally written in lete 1959. 


It is requested thzt all persons having any information that would 
seem to fit into this family tree to communicate such knowledge to this 
writer, address below.

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The Name of McCoy 


The name of McCoy is of Scotch origin and means the son of Kay or Koy. 
One authority has stated that McCoy is a variant spelling of the older name of 
Mackie, which seems probablgp and logical when we take into consideration the 
various ways it has been found in census records. It has been spelled Mackie, 
Mackee, Mackay, Mackoy, MacCoy, MacCaughey, McAy, McAye, McKaa, Mckae and 
perhaps a few others as well. McCoy is apparently the very latest spelling 
at this time. 


According to tradition, the George G. McKoy family of North Carolina- 
Tennessee is Scotch-Irish, meaning, of course, Scotch people who migrated from 
Scotland to Ireland, and later to America. 


McCoys came early from the British Isles to amcrica, settling mainly in 
Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York, New Hampshire and the Carolinas.. 
There was an overland migration. southward of these same Scotch people from Penn= 
sylvania, Maryland and Virginia into North Carolina and Eastern Tennessee 
(although a part of N. C. at that time) in the later part of the eighteenth 
century. They settled mainly in Eastern Tcennessec, and in the general vicinity 
of Iredell County, North Carolina. Other McCoys came direct ffom Scotland 
* and settled along the Cape Fear River in Cumberland County, North Carolina 
in the area of Fayetteville. 


McCoys livod in the il11 fated State of Franklin, which later was saddled 
with the pretentious title of "U. S. Territories South of the Ohio River." 
Abraham McCoy was a magistrate of the State of Franklin, T.S.0. as it was 
later abbreviated, and finally Tennessee. Spruce Macoy, who came from Salis- 
bury, Ne Ce, was a judge and politico through all the changes. Moses McCoy 
was a constablc for T:8.0. and stole a pair of scissors while in that office 
and was sentenced to fifteen lashes publicly. 
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First Generation 


GEORGE G. McKOY: Born in North Carolina (or Territory South of the Ohio) 
in 1793-9), exact county and city not known. Died in Central Missouri 1861-65, 
Little is know of the carly lifc of Mr McKoy, other than the fact that he was 
a cabinet maker by trade. The na mes of either parent, brothers or sisters 
is not known, although, possible that he was a brother @f Angus McKoy, whose 
will was recorded in Greene County, Tennessee March 7, 1842, as one Georgo 
McKoy and three sisters (Nancy, Jane and Kathryn), and one nephew, John McKoy, 
were named in the will. It is also believed that he had a brother named 
Alexander, who lived two miles due cast of Summerville, Georgia until 182. 
There was a vague recollection by George Cathoy MeCoy of an "Uncle Aleck", 
who was thought to have moved to Illinois, but nothing more was known of him. 
It is possible that John McCoy, who livedin Murray County, Georgia about 1850 
was a brother. | 


It is definitely known that Mr McKoy was living in Tennessee as early as 
1821. About 1818 he ma rried Jemina Rogers, who was born in Tennessee in 1803 
(died in Calhoun (Henry County), Missouri March 3, 1879). ‘In 1830 this couple 
was living in Greeno County, Tennessce. They remained in Tennessee until after 
their last child, Brucc, was born (1833), After that ycar they moved to Trion, 
in Chattooga County, Georgia whence they remained for a spell, then moved over 
into adjoining Murray County (now Whitfield) residing at Red Clay for several 
years, To this couple was born six sons and one daughter, ail born in Tenn,»
